» The spokesman reiterated that 
the demand for Danzig was unal- 
terable, but that the Nazi Govern- 
ment was convinced that when the 
time came Britain would urge Po- 
land to get together with Germany 
for a basis of “peaceful” settle- 
ment. 

[Nazi expectations of a “peace- 
jul setlement,” as Chamberlain . 
and Hitler join in calling Munich 
betrayals, were in line with re- 
ports from London that the Brit- 
ish tories were preparing a new 
large-scale “appeasement” plan.] 

“We maintain our demands for 
the unconditional return of Danzig 
to the Reich,’ the spokesman siad, 
“but Hitler and the German Gov- 
ernment are convinced that this 
can be achieved peaceably and in- 
tend to achieve it.

‘PARIS, July 21.—Eighteen dwart stars—masses of! 
incandescent gas thousands of times denser than steel— 
were described to the conference on astrophysics here to- 
day. New facts about these remarkable objects discovered 
by new telescopes, were reported by Dr. G. P. Kuiper, asso-— 


ciate professor of astronomy, Uni- > 


versity of Chicago.

Dr. Kuiper Said that the smaller 
the dwarf; in general, the saint 
it is.

HEAT RISES TO 54,000 


The dwarf temperatures at the 
surface average 27,000 degrees and 
the ‘hottest is 54,000 Fahrenheit. 

A 150-pound man on the surface 
of the densest of the dwarfs. would 
weigh 20,000,000 times his earthly | 
poundage. One cubic inch of the 
substance of that same star would 
weight nine thousand tons. No sub- 
stance on earth, Dr. Kuiper said, 
could support such a cubic inch. It 
would drop down through the earth. 

“In the white dwarfs,” Dr. Kuiper 
said, “the excesswe gravity causes 
star to be 
composed of crushed matter, built 
not of atoms, but of the fragments 
of smashed atoms: electrons and 
atomic nuclei. Matter in that state 
is called degenerate, since it has lost 


its ordinary character.

In Grave Peril 

* Passage of the Smith Biil to.“probe” the 
National Labor Relations Board, is the latest 
chapter in the tale being written by the 


Tories in Congress entitled “Destruction by 


‘Investigation. 


The House Labor Committee has been 
holding hearings on the Wagner Labor Act 
for ten solid weeks, hearing witnesses on both 
sides and with many more still to come. But 
the Tories weren’t satisfied. They wanted the 
Labor Committee to cut the hearings short 
and present a series of amendments which 
would constitute a tombstone for collective 
bargaining. 


So the Tory coalition, with the Republi- 
cans letting the Garnercrats carry the ball for 
them, has now thrown aside the ten weeks’ 
work of the Labor Committee, and is arro- 
gantly setting up a new committee to do the 
dirty work. 


There need be no guess-work as to what 
such an “investigation” will attempt to-do. 

The Dies Committee, set up to ferret out 
subversive activities, turned upon the New 
Deal and attempted to red-bait it to death. 


The Woodrum Committee, set up presum- 
ably to investigate relief needs, started a 
witch-hunt into the Workers Alliance and al- 
most destroyed the WPA. 

The Smith “investigation” of the NLRB 
will attempt to follow in the same foot-steps. 
As Chairman Mary Norton of the Labor Com- 
mittee pointed out, Rep. Smith has never 
voted for a labor measure in his life. More- 
over, Smith completely exposed himself when 
he said that he still considers the Wagner La- 
bor Act unconstitutional despite the decisions 
of the Supreme Court. 


The danger which now faces the Wagner 
Labor Act, as a result of the pas; age of the 
Smith Bill, was made possible only by the 
division in labor’s ranks and the treachery 
of William Green. Only the united action of 
labor can prevent the Tories from robbing it 
of its hard-won gains. 


Civil Rights ’ 
Go Down the Hatch 


* Our contemporary, the World-Telegram, 
joyously welcomes the Hatch Bill as passed 
by the House by picturing Congress kicking 
“pernicious politics” down the hatch. 


The sad truth is that this measure kicks 
constitutional liberties down the hatch. The 
bill was bad enough when the Senate passed 
it; it is worse now that House reactionaries 
have added amendments to it. It provides for 
the punishment of American workers who in 
any way get “government money” from par- 
ticipating in political life. It would punish the 
worker who has been forced on to relief by 
depriving him of the right to participate in 
political movements of any kind, or from 

working in the interest of such movements. 

This is ironically called “taking politics 
out of relief.”” What it amounts to is Tory 
politics gagging elementary civil rights. The 
corporations fire the workers; then their Con- 
gressional puppets make sure that the vic- 
tims have no political means of protesting or 
of getting jobs through supporting govern- 
ment projects. It doesn’t take the “politics 
out of relief”; but it seriously threatens to 
take relief away from the unemployed. The 
idea is to terrorize the New Deal Americans 
for the coming elections, and then, after Re- 
action has won by paralyzing the votes of the 
unemployed, they can get rid of the Federal 
relief system altogether. 

The Hatch Bill is merely the expression 
of the recent Tory move to deprive tie jobless 
not only of their jobs but of their right as 
Americans to vote. |

France ee Over Zurich 


PARIS (ICN).—The feeling of all organ- 
ized workers of France regarding the recent 
Congress of the International Federation of 
Trade Unions at Zurich, was voiced last week 
by the French Deputy Ambroise  Croizat, 
General Secretary of the French Metal Workers Union 
and a delegate to Zurich. 


“The I.F.T.U. Congress which has just finished ‘in 
Zurich will not be forgotten in a hurry by the workers 
of all countries,” he said» “The result shows that 
although the vast majority of the trade union mem- 
bers stand for the rapid achievement of international 
trade union unity, the voting system in practice en- 
abled the representatives of unions like that of Bel- 
gium with 550,000 members, ‘Denmark with 422.700 
members, Luxembourg with 12,361 members, Palestine 
with 104,000 members, Holland with 293,659 members, 
and Switzerland with 205,032 members, to reject the 
unity proposals of four countries which alone com- 
prise over 9,000,000 members. 


“What can one think of the vote against unity cast 
by the Polish delegates, with their country being di- 
rectly menaced by German fascism? What can one 
think of the attitude of the Swiss, Belgian, Swedish 
and Duich delegates, whose countries are equally men- 
aced? What can you think of the attitude of the 
Palestinian delegates, who while making long speeches 
against the persecutions of the Jews by fascism, yet 
voted against the Soviet trade unions whose regime 
makes no distinction whatever between races? : 


“Not one word was uttered by these men against 
the crimes of capitalism, against the crimes of Hitler, 
Mussolini and Japan who are declaring war while they 
are destroying our liberties. These men, some of whom 
are bound to their own bourgeois governments, dared

Audiences 
numbering hundreds of thousands 
are regular concert-goers and opera- 
habitues. 


Music Belongs 

to the People 
“Music belongs to the people.” 
a result, the Soviet composer ad- 


dramas his creations to the masses; 
not to a coterie of elite music-lovers 


, or to the requirements of a per- 


sonal ego. Folk-singers and com- 
posers are discovered and celebrated, 
if great, while they are living and 
not after they have died. The le- 
gion of modern Soviet composers, 
new art music and folk songs attest 
to the virility of a musical life in 
which all the people participate. 

However, all this is not by way 
of denying the tremendous advances 
made in American. music.
